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K«w is pleasantly situated on the River Thames 
opposite Brentford. It is famous for its fine Botanical 
Gardens and for its R^al Palace; the latter has not l)een 
used by the Royal Family since 1837. The Gardens— 
which have existed since the 16th century—are a favourite 
excursion with Londoners, and the collection contained 
there is one of the finest in the world. 
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
